10 miles inside Egypt. 
Henderson, answering a 

series of questions, said he 
thought it was conceivable that 
Israeli ground forces might well 
have mistaken the British air 
craft for Egyptian. 

“But I do not take that view 
as- regards the- spitfires .that 
were shot down by the Jewish 
Spitfires which swooped down 
on them. They should have been 
able to see the distinguishing 
marks on the wings.”

TEACHER EXCHANGE 


1S UNESCO EXPERIMENT gives additional interest to the 

views expressed by Miss Edith Ford, administrator of the 
British teacher exchange program, during her recent visit to 
the United States to confer with officials: of the State and 
Education Departments. 

Ih the last few years, British and Canadian exchange teach- 
efs have been learning at first hand about ‘each other’s school 
systems. And teachefs of both nations have generally gone 
home-with- new-perspectives on the sirengths and weaknesses 
of their own schools. 

The same applies to U.S, teachers who have been working 
in British schools fer the last two years. And, In the view of 
Miss Ford, this balancing of prejudices is one of the great gains 
of the exchange system. 


MODIFIED IDEAS 


JE TRADITIONAL BRITISH IDEA of educating thoroughly

In the swift movement of re- 
cent events a great part of the 
public may already have forgot- 
ten how dark the picture looked 
for us then. The United States 
delegation, lead by Senator 
Austin, called on me at my hotel 
and tried to enlist my support 
for the trusteeship proposal. I 
must have astonished as well as 
disappointed them, for I de- 
clared bluntly that I put no stock 
in the legend of Arab military 
might, and that I considered the 
intention of Palestine Jewry to 
proclaim its independence the 
day the mandate thor- 
oughly justified eminently 
realistic 

Then, whén the General As- 
sembly of the United Nations re 
convened in mid-April ,the real 
ities had begun to emerge.

STILL PEGGING AWAY 

URING RECENT YEARS SENATOR 

Warren Magnuson of the neighboring 
state of Washington has had a good deal to 
Say about the desirability of the United 
States reaching some arrangement with the 
Canadian government under which a rail- 
way might be built through this province to 
Alaska, This good friend of British Colum- 
bia again has taken up the cudgels in the 
hope of impréssing President Truman and 
Congress with the importance of his pet 
theme. We wish him well. He has a good 
point, of course, because—as he quite rightly 


points out—“such a direct railroad with the 


territory is needed to meet demands of the 
fast-expanding area and from the standpoint 
of national defence.” And he elaborates 

“I think we will find that Canada will 
glad to co-operate with us in it® construction; & 
will open up a new section of the Dominion as 
well as furnishing a connectioh between the 
United States and our last frontier 

British Columbia would welcome some 
arrangement with the United States by 
which, for example, the Pacific Great East- 
ern Railway might be completed, so that 
it could contribute toward general expan- 
sion in this province and, at the same time, 
become a public utility capable of serving 
two friendly neighbors in the best interests 
of both. This is easy to say. It has been said 
many times before. But numerous factors 
obviously intrude as soon as the ancient 
topic is revived. Nor is it necessary to 
recount them in detail at this stage.

}mon in some climates than in 
others.

King-Size ‘Eggbeater’ Sweeps Harbor Floor 


The B.C. Bridge and Dredging | 
| Company isn’t going to waste} 
any time cleaning up the floor 
of Victoria's Inner Harbor. 

Three shifts will keep the com- 
pany’s big self-powered dredge | 
| operating 24 hours.a day until | 
|the job of deepetiing the basin | 
from its present depth of from |

The dredge literally walks/ 
j}along the harbor bottom like a}

| side, it pulls itself along in_steps, |

Here is how the “vacuuming” | 
of the harbor is done. 


A huge metal “ladder,” which 
can extend to a depth of 60 feet 
if necessary, is lowered to the 
bottom. At the business end of 
the ladder is a huge cutter, which 
is best described as a king-size 
egg beater 

The cutter revolves, chewing 
up mud and sand so that it is 
suspended in the water. Thus 
suspended, the material can be 
pumped. through the quarter 
mile of two-foot pipe to fill in 
a small bay behind the Depart 
ment of Transport property on 
the industrial reserve. 


To keep the mud suspended 
and ensure a smooth flow, it is 
shot through the pipe at a velo 
city of about 18 feet per second. 

The pumping is done by a 
huge centrifugal pump on the 
dredge eight feet in diameter. 


ADD EXTRA SECTIONS 

As the angles slowly 
forward from side to side across 
the 175-foot track, extra sections 
of mounted on pontoons 
are added Except for brief 
halts while these extra sections 
inserted, the dredging oper- 
ation is continuous. 


According to H. W. Baggott, 
superintendent of the job for B.C. 
Bridge and Dredging Company, 
the quarter-mile haul of the mud 
through the pipe is comparatively 
short 

“We have had a much longer 
pipeline. At one point on our last 
job around New Westminster we 
even had to submerge the pipe 
across a 150-foot stretch in order 
to let river traffic pass,” he said 

Mr. Baggott added that this was 
the st_time to his knowledge 
that the dredge had ever been 
usd to take up “shot” rock—rock
